Under Phyrexian rule, even the nature 
of Mirrodin’s mana has changed. The 
line between color and its absence blurs 
as colored artifacts make their Mirrodin 
debut. New Phyrexia spells with 
“Phyrexian mana’ in their costs make 
paying life an attractive option by allowing 
you to cast a card like Moltensteel Dragon a 
‘turn or two ahead of schedule—or to cast a card like Gut

_It came not in the form of a noble struggle, a fair 
contest of warriors clashing will against will, but — 
as a wave of unstoppable slaughter.

STAGES OF THE ONSLAUGHT 


The Phyrexians grew from a trace of insidious oil deep under the surface of 
Mirrodin. The pure mana radiating from the planar core greatly accelerated 
_ Phyrexia’s unnatural evolution. Although Phyrexia had once been a monolithic 
“system chained to black mana, the full spectrum of mana surging through the 
core changed its development, causing it to spread into five separate factions. 


These factions advanced at different rates.

_led by the praetor Sheoldred, and the 
2 reen-aligned faction, led by Vorinclex, 
emerged from the core. This initial 
ave of Phyrexian horrors caught the 
rans by surprise.

But more Phyrexians began 
to pour out of Mirrodin’s core, including the blue-aligned faction led by Jin- 
taxias and the white-aligned faction led by Elesh Norn. They clashed with the 
Airrans’ organized resistance, tearing it down and using its pieces to strengthen 
their own forces. Soon the Mirrans began to recognize the faces of their own 
dead in the monstrosities they fought. Ultimately the Mirran armies became the 
weapons of their own demise. 


THE FURNACE SANCTUARY 


And yet, Phyrexia was still not unified in purpose. Deep within Mirrodin, the 
_ Phyrexians had built a “furnace layer” where red-aligned minions conducted 
_ their metalworking and industry. Urabrask, the praetor of the red-aligned 
Phyrexian faction, stayed hidden within the furnace layer. He rebelled against 
the monolithic Phyrexian agenda, and remained ambivalent about joining the 
assault on Mirrodin. 


Urabrask and his servants have turned a 
blind eye to the Mirrans, even 
allowing them to travel within 
the furnace layer. With the 
praetor's implicit permission, 
the furnace layer has 
become a haven for 
Mirran survivors of the 
war. While Mirrodin 
is now the province of 
Phyrexia, a handful of

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New Phyrexia is like nothing else you've seen in the Multiverse. In its original 
incarnation, Phyrexia had access only to black mana. Here on Mirrodin, 
however, Phyrexia has evolved along each axis of mana color, creating factions 
in the formerly monolithic threat. This has made Phyrexia both stronger and __ 
weaker than before—stronger because it’s more varied and adaptable, weaker _ 
because it now lacks the unity of purpose it once had.
